treal w hich was wrecked on the shores 
of the Straits of Belle Isle on Sept IL 
It was not only a tale of shipwreck they 
had to tell, but one of death, suffering 
and pillage, for 15 of the Scotsman s 
passengers perished,all suffering cruelly 
from cold and privation, and almost the 
worst horror of all, the men who were 
supposed to succor and assist tho-e 
com m itted their care in the hour of 
need. turned on the helpless passengers 
w ith loaded guns, com pelled them to 
part w ith the few valuables saved. 
Captain Skrym shire and his officers 
were exceptions. 
The outrages were 
com mitted by a gang of wharf rats,and 
hangerson, picked up on the docks at 
Liverpool to replace the usual crew of 
the Scotsman, which joined the sea­ 
men’s strike oil the other side. 
The boat struck ground at 2 o’clock 
in the morning. 
The passengers were 
asleep in their berths and all were 
awakened by the shock. 
A superficial 
exam ination of the ship told the captain 
that she w ould he a total wreck and 
that she m ust be abandoned. 
A port life boat was launched and in 
this m any of the women and children 
were placed 
Hardly 
was it clear of 
the ship w hen it capsized, throw ing its 
occupants into the water. 
Those w ho 
perished were in this boat. 
Some were 
saved, for the ship had listed to port 
and several women were washed hack 
on to the deck. 
One wom an clung to 
a rope for tw o hours before being res­ 


cued. 
M eanwhile disgraceful soenes w ell­ 
being enacted on board. 
Hardly had 
the vessel struck before men from the 
stoke bole rushed into the cabin, and 
slitting open valises and hags w ith their 
knives, took all valuables they could 
lay their hands on. 
Several of them 
fired shotguns and tried to force men to 
leave their cabins. 
It is said some of 
the steerage passengers joined the fire­ 
men in looting tho baggage of the first 
class passengers. 
In more than one in­ 
stance rings were torn from fingers of 
of fainting and dying women.

W hen m orning cam e the passengers 
were landed on the rocks alongside the 
boat, but here a new danger of starva­ 
tion faced them. 
A quantity of bis­

natural springs were found, but despite 
this the had condition of food and water 
brought on sickness. 
Many suffered 
from exposure. 
At ter much difiiuclty 
some overcoats ami blankets were se­ 
cured for the women, nearly every one 
of whom had left the ship in their night 
clothes.

■team c rafts, including a num ber of 
new spaper boats, w hich rem ained near 
the flagship all night. 
A n ou tw ard 
bound B ritish steam er salu ted aa she 
passed w ith a sm all cannon. 
T here w as 
no answ ering by th e boom of guns from 
th e flagship, b u t a strin g of signals w as 
sen t alo ft in response. 
A n official v isit w as paid A dm iral 
D ew ey by M ajor B urbanks, com m and­ 
a n t of F o rt H ancock, and his staff. T he 
visitors w ere m et a t th e g an g p lan k and 
escorted to th e ad m iral’s cabin w here 
th ey sp en t h alf an hour. 
W hen they 
re tu rn e d to th e shore all m em bers of the 
m ilitary p a rty w ere e n th u siastic over 


th e ir reception. 
At. 9 o’clock the O lym pia sta rte d up 
the bay for th e gov ern m en t anchorage 
off T hom pkinsville. T he passage th ith e r 
w as triu m p h an t, all sorts of crafts, in ­ 
cluding the dispatch b o at D olphin,w ith 
A ssistan t S ecretary of th e N avy A llen 
on board, accom panied th e O lym pia up 
th e bay. 
T he thousands th a t g re e te d 
A dm iral Dewey and th e O lym pia had 


th e satisfactio n of seeing th e nero of 
M anila, who, as he stood w ith A ssistant 
S ecretary A llen and C ap tain L am b ert 
on the su p erstru ctu re, repeatedly doffed 
his cap to th e cheering crow ds w ho re ­ 
tu rn ed vociferous salutations.
